These flavors 
w ere often designated by b u tter ex 
ports as “ metaHic.” “oily" or “ fishy." 
The injurious effect of iron was found 
by adding iron In known quantities. 
varying from 
I 
to BOO part* to a 
million parts of cream . 
The b u tter 
m ade from such cream was com pared 
w ith th at made from cream w here all 
precaution* w ere taken to avoid any 
undue contact with iron during the 
whole process of butterm aking. 
The 
b utter was stored at ti to IO degrees 
F „ and th*- quality of the b u tter was 
scored by experts at different times. 
In every Instance w here the b u tte r was 
scored a few days after m aking the 
sam ples to which iron had been added 
scored lower than th e butter made 
from cream which contained no iron 
This held true in m ost cases on the 
second aud third scoring, w hich oc­ 
curred a t intervals varying from 20 
to 187 days 
T he m ost noticeable tea 
tun- was the rapid developm ent of 
bad flavor in the b u tter containing the 
Iron. 
W hen both the control and the 
experim ental b u tte r becam e fishy it 
was noticed th a t the control b u tte r 
wa# the Inst to become so. 
Only a 
sm all jiroportion of the Iron added to 
the cream w as found In the b utter, th e 
rem ainder having been taken up by the 
butterm ilk and w ater 
T he influence of copper on the flavor 
of b u tter w as studied In a sim ilar m an­ 
ner, and it w as found th a t copper, 
even In -m all quantities, seem ed to 
caus*- more m arked changes o f flavor 
In b u tter than did the iron, w ith a de­ 
cided tendency tow ard a fishy flavor 
in storage. 
Tw o experim ents show ed 
the harm ful effect of using poorly 
tinned pasteurizers, even though the 
cream cam** in contact w ith the cop­ 
per surface for only a few seconds, for, 
aside from this, all other conditions 
wore exactly alike during the com plete 
process of b u tte r m anufacture. 
T he conclusion was th at if cream 
w ere kept in rusty cans or cam e in 
contact w ith iron or copper a t any 
tim e during the process of butterm ak­ 
ing it m ight affect the flavor of storage 
butter. 
It is expected th a t this discov­ 
ery will Insure good storage butter, as 
buyers will h ereafter be able to check 
their consignm ents and m ake note of 
Ihe dairym en whose b utter goes w rong 
In the w arehouse.

In a later interview Mr Page lias 
given further details, though without 
revealing who was th*- donor of the 
great sum set a s i d e for fighting d i s 
eases among native rates In all parts 
of the world. 
It was reported th at 
John D. Rockefeller had given the 
money. This Mr. Page expressly de­ 
nied. 
The money ho# been subscribed bv 
a num ber of American gentlemen and 
will be adm inistered by an interna 
tional committee, which will have an 
income of $5,000,000 annually to dis­ 
pense in the study and cure of diseases 
among natives. 
It was pointed out thnt in the great 
cities of the United States nod Europe 
the evil of anaemia was In urgent need 
of cure. Mr. I’age said: 
“In the case of native races you 
might feed up sufferers from anaemia, 
place them In the best environments 
and give them the best possible cha nee-- 
and then find it was of no avail. 
“W hat we w ant is to find out the 
cause of til** disease, and then it can be 
treated, perhaps eradicated. 
That is 
one of the purpose# for which the in 
ternatlonal health committee is set 
up." 
In his opinion the whole character of 
native races would be changed lf it 
were found possible to eradicate anne 
mia and kindm l diseases, and then 
the so called yellow peril might be­ 
come a real menace to western d rill 
zatlon.

“When anaemia is eliminated,” said 1 
Mr. Page, “we diall have a different 
type of man to deal with In India, 
China, Japan and the West Indies. 
Central Ameri a and the Philippines. 
When that tim e conies the leadership 
of the world will not be so easy.”
